HEALTH OF BABIES. 


Mortality Among Them in the Hot 
Spell Comparatively Smail. 


The babies have passedsthrough the recent 
hot spell with gratifying immunity from 
suffering and déath. : 

At St. Ann’s Foundling Asylum there has 


not been a solitary death directly traceable 
to the effects of the heat, and there is nota 
single case under treatment there. 

At the Bethesda Foundling Home, 3533 La- 

clede avenue, there were five deaths Thurs- 
day, but only one of the children died from 
“thermic fever,” the name applied by phy- 
sicians to fever resulting from oppressive 
temperature. The other four fatal cases weré 
chronic invalids, whoge constitutions had 
been so enfeebied “disease that they. 
sould net. . and the hot 
weather. There is only one baby sick in that 
institution now, and its iliness is due to 
sudden deprivation of its mother’s milk. 
' At Sty Ann’s Asylum the babies are light- 
ly clothed and bathed in tepid water every 
two or three hours. Children under 1 year 
are nourished at the breast. Those over that 
age are fed on sterilized milk and nutritious 
broth. The water they drink is also ster- 
llized. It is the experience of both of these 
institutions that children at the breast are 
rarely ill. 

For the information of anxious mothers a 
Post-Dispatch reporter requested Dr. W. G. 
Moore to prescribe a regimen for the care 
of children during hot weather. The doctor's 
recommendations are very simple: . 

1. As much fresh air as possible. For this 
purpose street-car rides in the cool of the 
morning or after sundown are advisable. 

2. Above all things avoid heavy swaddling 
clothes, such as flannel. Children should be 
provided with thin, cool clothing, and not 
too much of it at that. 

3. Confine diet to things easily assimilable. 
For infants there is nothing better than 
fresh milk sterilized. For older children an 
abundance of fresh fruit should be pro- 
vided. 

4. Bathe frequently in water that is pleas- 
antly cool. A bath is particularly benefic:.al 
to ¢hildren*just before they are put to bed. 
It conduces to sound and healthful slum- 


ber. A

NO EXCITEMENT OVER THE PRI- 
MARY ELECTION. 


JOHN A. UEE’S CANDIDACY. 


He Is Out to Beat O’Meara for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and Thinks He 
Has a Chance. | 


The Demoeratic primary election to-day 
between the hours of 2”and 7-p,..°m. was 
provocative of very little ‘interest’ a 
practically no excitement in any of. t 
wards. 

The primary is for the election of sixty- 
nine delégates each to the State Nomi- 
nating Convention at Jefferson City next 
Wednesday and to the convention ‘of the 
Eastern District for the nomination of a 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, «which 
meets at Uhrig's Caye in this city Aug. 18. 
All of the politicians look for an unusu- 
‘ally small vote. The consensus of opinion 
is that less than 5,000 ballots will be de- 


posited in the fifty odd boxes. 

The reason for this apparent lack of in- 
terest is two-fold... Primarily there is. no 
bitter contest or factional fight in any of 
the wards. Witb possibly four exceptions, 
all the delegations being voted for are for 
Lon V. Stephens for Governor and about 


for Lieutenant-Governor. 

At least they were so instructed before 
their names were filed with the Election 
Commissioners. 

It is probable, though, that the entrance 
of John A. Lee in the race for Lieutenant 
Governor may make the voting at some of 
the booths livelier and heavier than it would 
Otherwise have been. Mr. Lee has attract- 
ed a large and lusty personal following by 
his activity in the free silver cause, and a 
letter written him by President Virgil Rule 
of the Jefferson Club strongly intimates that 
the members of that organization may make 
their influence felt at the polls this after- 
noon in his behalf, If this proves true the 
O'Meara partisans are expected to turn out 
in force and collistons are liablje to occur in 
some of the wards. 

On the subject of his candidacy, Mr. Lee 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I am seriously in this race. My. friends 
brought such pfessure to bear on me to en- 
ter it thet I could not resist. I am 
not fighting John B. O’Meara in the com- 
monly accepted ages of that term. Our 
personal relations are friendly and I aio 
them to so continue. But he has had the 
office of Lieutenant-Governor once and cus- 
tom in Missouri makes that enough. 


Another potent cause operating to make 
the primaries sparsely attended is the ex- 
ceedingly warm weather. Not many people 
are going to leave their cool places and

THE TRUE ANARCHISTS. 


Senator Stewart Says They Are the 
Rich Who Form Trusts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1—A very enthusias- 
tic and largely attended meeting of the 
Bryan and Sewall Club No. 1 was held last 
night at their new club-house, No. 67 
Union Place, just off Union Square. The 
meeting also served as a house-warming. 
The home ef the club is large and hand- 
somely fitted up. The lower floors are used 
as a meeting room. The meeting was 


called to order by the President of the 
club, *Congressman William Sulzer, who 
made en ott-an-out free silver speech. He 
introduced United States Senator William 
M. Stewart of Nevada, who, Sulzer said, 
had probably done more for the cause of 


silver than any other statesman in the 
country. 
The white-bearded Senator, clad in a 


suit of Kentucky tow, was received with 
great applause. Senator Stewart began by 
asserting that the masses of the American 
people who would elect Bryan President 
were as ‘true and as patriotic as any people 
the world ever knew. They were not An- 
archists, although Wall street was trying 
to make them such. The goldbugs were 
trying to make out that the movement to 
elect Bryan was a sectional one.

RIOT AT CLEVELAND. 


One Union Man Shot During a Strfke 
Demonstration. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 1.—All the union 
men employed at the Brown Hoisting and 
Conveying Works again went on strike 
this morning, and a boycott against the com- 
pany was declared. It is claimed that the 
Brown company has failed to keep its 
agreement in reinstating the strikers, and 
that a number of new hands hav 
e been 

employed since the strike was declared off. 

At noon to-day, while the non-union men 
were being escorted from the works by 
the police, a tremendous crowd of strikers 
and their sympathizers gathered and hoot- 
ed, and threw stones at the non-unionists. 
The police repeatedly charged the crowd, 
and made numerous arrests, but were un- 
able to disperse it. During the excitement 
and conft:sion, John Prince, a union man 
empioyed in the Forest City Foundry, was 
shot by an unknown non-union man, and 
will probably die.

THE POLICE WILL PROSECUTE. 


Chief Harrigan Orders an Investiga- 
tion of the Saloon in Which Lyda 
Tillwein Was Led Astray. 


—— 


Arthur E. Smith, proprietor of the saloon 
at a | northeast corner of Fourteenth street 
and CGhouteau avenue, is to be proceeded 
against by the police on 4 charge of selling 
liquor to minors. . 

If he is convicted a transcript of the 
evidence will be laid before Excise Com- 
missioner Bell, ‘The latter authorizes the 
statement that under these conditions he 


will revoke Smith’g license. 

The wine-room of Smith’s saloon is where 
John Christman, a 16-year-old boy, is al- 
leged to have assaulted Lyda Tillwein, who 
is but 15 years of age, after having plied 
her with drinks purchased atythe aac 

This move on the part of the police the 


result of the well-meaning but poorly aimed 
attack of the last Grand-jury upon wine 
rooms. It has no bearing upon the wine- 
room question in general, but if the charge 
is substantiated it will in this particular in- 
stance at least, result in the punishment 
of the proprietor of one of these ill-favored 
resorts. ‘ 

The prosecution develops directly as the 
result of Mrs. .Tillwein’s’ desire to be 
avenged upon Christman for the alleged 
wrong done her daughter. 

Christman is now held for trial on a 
warrant charging him with eriminal as- 
Sault. It was sworn.out by Mrs. Tillwein. 

He denies his actual guilt, but admits 
Se es of beer and an attempted as- 
sauilt. 

While the prosecution of Christman satis- 
fied the inother’e desire for justice, it in no 
way affected Smith’s status. The incident 
but emphasized the wine-room evil, but as 
there is no law specifically ,against wine- 
rooms, the police were powerless to act 
along that line. 

The other remedy was only determined

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on Excise 
Commissioner Bell to ask him what he 
could do in mitigation of the evil. At the 
mention of the word wine-room, the Com- 
missioner uttered the one word “damn,” 
but it was more in disgust than in anger. 
He .was asked if he were going to take 
any steps toward the suppression of the 
evil inveighed against by the Grand-jury. 

“How can I?” he asked, in response. 
“There is absolutely nu law against wine- 
rooms. They are a part of the saloons 
which are regularly licensed by the law. 
The proprietors have a perfect right to 
run them. As I understand it, they are 
merely little rooms partitioned off from 
the barroom proper, where men and women 
can sit and drink. The law allows women 
to drink as well as men, and you can no 
more stop it than you can stop sexual 
A vet ab oes It has gone on since the be- 
ginning of things.”’ 

‘But .suppose these winerooms 
disorderly places?’ 

“Then, of course, the license of the sa- 
loon could be revoked. But I cannot take 
the initiative. I am not clothed with po- 
lice powers.

The tenor-of Mr. Bell’s remarks was ex- 
plained by, the Post-Dispatch to Chief of 
Police Harrigan. He did not have much 
to say. He is always rather inclined to 
action. He touched an electric button, and 
in a moment Capt. O'Malley of the Cen- 
tral District stood before him. 

The Chief then explained the case to his 
subordinate, and instructed him to detail 
a man to cotect evidence against the pro- 
prietor of the saloon and swear out a 
warrant against him. 

‘In case of a conviction,” he said, “pro- 
ceed in the same way against all other sa- 
loon-keepers in the dfstrict. 

“The Police Department cannot rroceed 
against saloonkeepers who have wine rooms, 
because they have wine-rooms,” explained 
the Chief to the reporter, ‘“‘for there is no 
law on this point. IL do not care to reflect 
in any way on so respectable a body of men 
as the Grand-jury, but I believe that they 
were laboring under a misapprehension of 
the real conditions: This particular \case 
has no bearing upon the wine-room es- 
tion im general, but if there has been a 
violation of the law it is the duty of the 
police to enforce it.’*

The largest rattlesnake captured in Yam- 
hill County, Ore., says the Oregonian, is 
now the worse for its experience. The 
original home of this snake is, no doubt, 


in the famous Thurber snake den, near 
which tg was captured. The Thurber den 
is on a farm owned by A. W. Rees, in a 
rocky knoll, covering about two acres. The 
knoll is covered by a low growth of shrub- 
bery and wild grass. The snake home is 
really a rock quarry. On the surface are 
rocks in endless numbers, and the regularity 
of the shape is remarkable. Nearly all 
are perfect cubes, varying in size from 
ajx inches to two feetand more. The crev- 
ices "between these rocks are a natural 
home for the reptile family, and it is said 
to be no uncommon sight to see scores of 
snakes sunning themselves on the rocks<én 
the early spring. 

It not rattlesnakes alone that haunt 
this den. There are blowgnakes and blue-’ 
racers. Many of the latter have been killed 
in the vicinity that have attained a length 
of six feet. 

Then there is the stupified snake, which is 
one of the most interesting species of the 
family. This snake has a head on each end, 
and runs either way. One head is about 
one-fourth as large as the other. It is of 
a yellowish color. It generally lies in a loop 
and is frequently observed running in an 
apparently stupified condition on a rock or 
log. There are other varieties, such as the 
garter, found around the den, but the bite 
of none except the rattlesnake is known to 
be fatal. Several sheep and some cattle 
have died in the vicinity of the den from 
snake bites.

Desperate Battle Between Sheep Men 
and Cattle Men. 


FOSSIL, Ore., Aug. 1.—J. M. South, who 
arrived here yesterday from Canon City,, 
brings news of a desperate battle between

Many “sheep fights’’ have been reported 
this year, which had no foundation in fact, 
but the story of Mr. South is generally -be- 
lieved. There has been hard feeling for a 
long time between the cattle @en and 
sheep men in Oregon. Numerous disputes 
have taken place over the possession and 
use of the ranges, the cattle men asserting 
that the sheep drove the cattle from the 
ranges.

He has gone 
far and seen much in the Sandwich Islands, 
Australia, India and South Africa, but it 
was especially of affairs in the Transvaal, 
where his stay was coincident With the ex- 
citement over the trial of the reform pris- 
oners, that he was ready to talk. He ex- 
pressed himself as feeling charmed with 
what he had seen of South Africa. 

“I consider the Transvaal the country of 
the future,’ said Mr. Clemens. “It Nas a 
delightful climate and boundless’ natural 
wealth. I had presented to me in Johannes- 
burg a little nugget, with figures on it 
showing the enormous increase in the gold 
output. The bulk of the trade there is in 
the hands of the English and Germans, but 
Americans should be able to command the 
lion’s share of the trade in machinery, the 
largest portion of the machinery in the 
Transvaal being American. Mr. Hammond, 
the reform leader convicted of treason, and 
whose sentence of death was commuted, 
intends to bring back from the §tates with 
him $200,000 worth. 

“The majority of the Americans in the 
Transvaal are engage’ in mining and en- 
gineering. I think there is a great opening 
there for a young man acquainted with this 
branch of mechanics. The American elc- 
ment is comparatively small, but the mass 
of the Boers, make no distinction betwee 
Americans and English. Indeed, all fo 
eigners, with the exception of Germans, are 
roterred to as English. The excitement over 
the Jameson raid and the subsequent trial 
of the reformers has subsided, but all the 
reformers I met agreed that the cause of 

olitical reform has been retarded a decade 
by the Jameson fiasco.”’

BUILDING COMMITTEE REJECTED 
ALL THE BIDS.

‘New Bids Ordered, but No Change Was 
Made in Specifications for 
School Machinery.

4 The expectation. that the monopolies 
created by the School Board Building Com- 
mittee in the matter of heating apparatus 
and boilers for the schools would result in 
exorbitant prices being demanded, was veri- 
fied Friday night, when bids were opened. 

Six schools were to be supplied and three 
bids for every school were received. 

The lowest bids were so high that even 
those members of the committee who fa- 
vored the monopolies’ hesitated to accept 
them. They were accordingly rejected. 

Instead of preventing further attempts 


‘at extortion by changing the specifications 
the friends of E. M. Bosley and of the 
fortunate proprietors of the favored heating 
appliances decided to advertise for new bids 
on the same specifications, to be opened 
Monday, Aug. 10. 

There is nothing to prevent the contract- 
ors whose bids were received Friday put- 
ting in the identical bids on Aug. 10. If 
they are rejected again they can be repeated 
indefinitely, thus forcing the committee to 
submit to extortion or permit six public 
schools to remain unheated next winter. 

The School Board will be subjected to ex- 
tortion until the specifications are so al- 
tered that Bosley’s incandescent boiler, the 
B. F. Sturtevant fans and engines,the John- 
eon heat regulators and the St. Louis Ra- 
diator Co.’s radiators will not be the only 
articles with a chance to be accepted. 

The four members of the Building Com- 
mittee, who insist on the rsonopolies are 
Elmer E. Lacey, Henry C. Koenig, Alex- 
ander Cudmore and C. G. Penney. 

The opposition was led Friday night by 
Chairman John Kissner. He was aided by 
Nicholas Berg, who has changed his atti- 
tude since the exposure Was made by the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Director Charles W. Hequembourg, who 
voted against the extortion at the last 
meeting, was not present Friday night. 

President Henry Bus was on hand. He is 
ex-officio member of the Building Com- 
mittee. 

After the bids had been rejected, Director 
Berg moved that the restrictions requiring 
incandescent boilers and particwlar styles 
of heating appliances be stricken from the 
ye Chairman Kissner supported 
the motion, pointing out the extortion, and 
calling attention to the alleged defects in 
the boilers specified. 

Elmer E. Lacey hastened to the defense 
of Mr. Bosley’s boilers, and declared that 
the incandescent, boiler in the Penrose 
1. had made B& great saving in the coal 


The chairman showed by the records that 
this was untrue. 

At the instance of Director Penney, a 
school janitor lauded the incandescent boil- 
ers to the skies. He was followed by Direc- 
tor’ Koenig, who warmly opposed any 
change in the specifications. 

Mr. Berg’s motion was accordingly lost. 

Mr. Bosley’s friends persisted in their 
purpose, although they had just been in- 
formed by Secretary Player that the gen- 
eral fund was $11,000 overdrawn and that 
$90,000 expenditures had been necessitated 
by the tornado, so that but $12,000 could be 
In short,

To the surprise of many the bid of the 
Branch Heating Company was the lowest 
on but one school, the Columbia. The low- 
eat bidder on the five other schools was the 
Front Rank Heating Company. Its bid on 
the Columbia was $9,845 for boilers and heat- 
ing apparatus, That of the Branch Heat- 
ing <unpeny was $6,177. On the other 
schools the bids of the Front Rank &‘om- 
pany were from $41 to $324 less on every 
school than those of the Branch Heating 
Company. The lowest bids for all the 
schools amounted to $60.694. 

An appropriation of $20,000 was made for 
the” heating of the§ schools. To this was 
added $6,000 appropriated for rebuilding the 
Clay School, but not used. 

There is $6,300 in the building fund, making 
$31,300 available for the present purpose. 
Even with the iower prices to be obtained 
through competition and the purchase of 
cheaper boilers equally as go as the In- 
candescent and cheaper apparatus than that 
specified by the committee, there will not be 
sufficient money to supply all the schools. 

The Blow and the Dozier Schools are al- 
ready heated by hot air furnaces. In order 
to introduce the Incandescent boiler as ex- 
tensively as possible it was decided to sub- 
Btitute the boilers for the furnaces in these 
echools. 

This proposition will now have to be 
abandoned. Even with the saving on these 
two schools, and with cheaper boilers and 
appliances, it will be difficult to squeeze 
the expenditure within the limit. of the 
fund. Nothing will_remain for any further 
work on tke building even then. 

All of which renders still more incom- 
ep ag the persistence of Mr. Bosley’s 

riends in shutting out competition against 
his expensive boilers.

One of his prisoners has touched him for 
his watch, a $200 German timepiece, and 
he is turning the jail inside out.to find it. 

Jailer ‘“‘Butch’’ Wagner takes a saunter 
through the jail*every morning and “talks 
with the prisoners, while he smokes a 
cigar. 

His watch he kept in his vest potrket 
attached to a massive gold chain looped 
through a buttonhole in his vest. 

“Rutch” sauntered through his Grand- 
jury roasted bastile Saturday morning and 
talked with several prisoners, some of 
them in their cells and others out in the 
bull pen. 

When he went back to his office some one 
asked him wiat time it was. When Butch 
stuck his fingers into the vacant vest pocket 
this is what. he said: 

‘‘Mein Gott! Wo ist meine Uhr!" but he 
mingled with that a’ few words unfit for 
publication. 

The jail will be cleaned at last; the place 
will be overhauled and gone through until 
that watch is found, and of this the pris- 
oners are glad. The mountains of stale to- 
bacco will be chiseled away; the swarms 
of vermin will be massacred and the faith- 
ful German army of guards will leave no 
stone unturned to find that stolen time- 
piece.

SUTTER SUBWAY BILL. 


Council Again Wrestling Over This 
Important Measure.

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MYSTERIOUS MAN HIDING IN 
CALHOUN COUNTY, ILL. 


IDENTIFIED BY A PICTURE. 


The Escaped Murderer of the Meeks 
Family Thought to Be Living 
in the Woods. 


Information has reached police headquar- 
ters that George Taylor, who escaped from 
the jail at Carrollton, Mo., a few days be- 
fore he was to be hanged with his brother 
for the murder of the Meeks family, is now 
hiding fh the hilly region of Calhoun County, 
Illingis. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond informed the 
Linn County authorities of the probable 
discovery of Taylor's hiding place and of- 
ficers from Carroliton have been sent to Cal- 
houn County. They will probably be joined 


in St. Louis by one or two detectives. 

The information reached the St. Louis 
police through Henry Gose, Sheriff of Cal- 
houn County, and Fred Hetzer, Postmaster 
cf Conrad, Calhoun County, Il. 

Those two officials arrived in St. Louis 
late Friday afternoon and proceeded im- 
mediately gto the Four Courts. Chief Des- 
mond was hot in his office at the time, but 
the Calhoun men were interviewed by De- 
tective John Howard and J. C. Espy, Sec- 
retary of Chief Harrigan. 

Gose said that for about a menth a 
strange man had been hiding about in differ- 
ent parts of the county and that his actions 
had been so suspicious that most of the 
farmers believed him to be a fugitive from 
justice. 

There is not a railroad in the country an} 
the land is mostly in hills, ravines and tim’ 
ber, where underbrush grows in heavy 
thickets. A place where a man could find 
better concealment would be hard to find. 
The largest town is Conrad and that,is 
only a village of 200 persons. Farms Aare 
far apart because there is not much farm- 
ing land in the county. Most of the terri- 
tory consists of hills and deep, irregular 
valleys. Some of the ravines are not vis- 
ited by man in years, and an escaped crim- 
inal could hardly find a more secluded her- 
mitage. : 

Abqut a month ago, so Hetzer and Gose 

aver¥a strange man came into the county. 
How he got there nohody knows. He was 
first noticed at dusk One evening when he 
appeared at the back door of a farm house 
near the village of Brussels and asked for ; 
food. He wore a rather short black beard, 
a derby hat, a gold watch and chain and 
tan shoes, pointed and laced. He was about 
5 feet 10 inches in height and of slender 
build. 
The farmer’s wife gave him food and he 
left. The next day he called at a farm 
a few miles from the first one and was 
there fed. After he had pursued those 
tactics each day for a week Sheriff. Gose 
followed him on one of his retreats and 
found where he was hiding. He had cut 
away the underbrush in the woods near 
the Illinois River, and had made a bed of 
the leaves. He had several fishing lines 
in the water. ~ 

The mysterious stranger noticed the Sher- 

iff after he got to his hut, and that night he 
moved to another spot, but each day he ap- 
peared at some farm house for food. 
One night, about a week ago, Hetzer’s 
home was entered through an open window 
by a burglar, who got away with every- 
thing eatable in the pantry, even taking a 
sack of flour. 

It is supposed that the mysterious 
stranger was the burglar, as the empty 
flour sack was found near one of the huts he 
had inhabited, but which he had deserted 
when the empty sack was found. 

Several days ago a friend of the post- 
master, a resident of St. Louis, visited 
Hetzer and he was told about the suspected 
stranger. That afternoon the stranger was 
pointed out to him, and he declared that he 
resembled the pictures of George Taylor, 
whieh had been printed in the newspapers. 
The farmers of the county agitated the 
matter among themselves, and at a secret 


fund was subscribed, and Sheriff Gose and 
Postmaster Hetzer were delegated to call 
on the St. Louis police for a consultation 
and* subsequent action in regard to the 
Calheun suspect. 

Hetzer and Gose were taken to the 
Rogues’ Gallery and identified the photo- 
graph of George Taylor as the likeness of 
the mysterious man in their county. They 
were certain of it. 

The telegrams sent to the St. Louis po- 
lice from Carrollton at the time George Tay- 
lor escaped were then looked up, and it was 
found that when Taylor was last seen he 
had a gold watch and chain and wore point- 
ed toed tan shoes, and a derby hat.

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“BIG SIX” COMBINE Py 
SCREWS TO JOBBSEE 


Fostered by the Bridge Monopoly the 
Coal Trust Has Raised the 
Price of Fuel. 


The “Big Six” coal combine is beginning 
to apply the screws to ‘the coal jobbers and 
{he jobbers to the consumers. 

Commencing to-day tjae price of coal to the 
jobbers is increased from 5% to 6% cents per 
bushel, standard grade. This means a price 


of 10% cents a bushel $o the consumer, 
The jobber pays a c¢nt and a half a bushel 


for hauling the coal iy his yard and demands 


2% cents profit. 


The advance tot consumer is the first 


result of the combin@¢ between the “Big Six,” 
St. Louis distributors and the mine operators 
of the Belleville District, exposed in the 
Post-Dispatch of July 15. On July 16 the 
first advance in the; price of coal delivered 


in East St. Louis tdok effect, bringing it to 
95 cents a ton. 

It cequired until August 1 for the con- 
sumer to feel the imcrease, because all the 
sesees and small distributors had coal on 
and. 

According to a gentleman connected with 
a coal company outside of this combine, who 
is well posted, the bridge combine and the 
railroads into East St. Louis are responsible 
for the coal combine and consequent in- 
crease in price. 

Not only does the existence of the bridge 
combine render possible the coal monopoly 
that has been formed, but in this case, 
according to the Post-Dispatch informant, 
it has forced the mine operators into the 
monopoly, with the assistance of the rail- 
roads into East St. Louis. : 

One motive for this was the saving to the 
bridge combine and the railroads resulting 
from dealing with one company. @&t saves 
both trouble and expense. Another motive 
was that the existence of the coal combine 
would make an advance in transportation 
rates easy and natural. 

Having decided that the coal monopoly 
would be a good thing, the railroads and the 
bridge combine conspired with the “Big Six 
to force the mine operators into it. 
This was accomplished by the tent in- 
fluences known to the bridge combine. 
The advance in price to jobbers was de- 
cided upon at a meeting last Tuesday. it 
was attended by representatives of the “Big 
Six,’’ the mine operators and, the “yard 
men,”’ who are the middle men Detween the 
big distributors and the jobbers. 
As stated previously in Ahe Post-Dis- 
patch, the Big Six are the Consolidated Coal 
Company, the Crown Tow and Coal Com- 
pany, Donk Bros., the Missouri and Illinois 
Coal Company, the Madison Coal Company 
and Devoy & Feuerborn. The mine — 
atives in the deal, about 2 in number, 
have alsa been named in a previous issue 
of the Post-Dispatch, 

The advance in pricé hich took effect 
July 16 applied only to East St. Louis. The 
meeting Tuesday was for the purpose of 
scaling up the price on this side to cor- 
resnond with the increase in East St. Louis. 

One factor in the increase on this side 
is the charge of 30 cents a ton, or 1.2 cents 
a bushel, demanded by the bridge combine 
for transportation across the river.

The best is what is known as the “high 
grade,”’ and there are different qualities of 
that. The advance in standard coal, how- 
ever, affects all classes of consumers. On 
account of the advance the difference be- 
tween the price of the standard and the 
high grades is so slight that the sale of 
high grade coal has been on a boom. 

The result has been a horizontal increase 
of 20 cents a ton on all higtH grades deliv- 
ered in East St. Louis. The increase to the 
jobber on this side has been 2 cents a ton 
or 1 cent a bushel, equivalent to an in- 
crease of about a cent and a half to the 
consumer. 

The mine owners forced inté the combine 
are greatly dissatisfied because the in- 
creased prices work to the benefit of the dis- 
tributors almost entirely. The operators 
are restricted in their output and their 
profits restricted just that much. 

While the local combine is gouging the 
consumers of bituminous, or soft coal, the 
Eastern anthracite trust, said to be neaded 
by J. Pierpont Morgan, is rendering it im- 
possible for the victims to resort to hard 
coal for protection. Hard coal is already 
$6.25 a ton, an unusual price for this period 
of the year, and jobbers have been notified 
of an increase to $7.25 a ton.
